Communism does not propose to “capture* the bourgeois« » parliamentary 
state, but to conquer and destroy it. 
As long as the bourgeolse sta te prev ails, 
the ca pita list cla ss can baffle the will of the proleta ria t 
In those countries In which historical dev elopm ent has furnished the 
opportunity, the working cla ss has utilized the regime of political democracy 
for Its orga niza tion a ga inst Ca pita lism. 
The older unionism wa s based on the craft div isions of small Industry 
The unions consisted prima rily of skilled workers whose skill is Itself a form 
of property. 
The unions were not orga ns of the militant cla ss struggle. 
To­ 
day the domina nt unionism Is a ctua lly a bulwark of Capitalism, merging In 
Imperialism and a ccepting Sta te Capitalism. 
The proleta ria n rev olution comes a t the moment of crisis In Capitalism, 
of a colla pse of the old order. 
Under the impulse of the crisis, the proletariat 
a cts for the conquest of power, by mea ns of ma ss action. 
Mass action concen­ 
tra tes and mobilizes the forces of the proletariat, organized and unorga nized; 
It acts equa lly a ga inst the bourgeois sta te and the conserv a tiv e orga niza tions 
of the working class. 
Strikes of protest dev elop into genera l political strikes 
and then into rev olutiona ry ma ss action for the conquest of the power of the 
state. 
Ma ss action becomes political In purpose while extra pa rliamenta ry In 
form ; It Is equa lly a process of rev olution and the rev olution itself in operation. 
The Communist Tarty is the conscious expression of the cla ss struggle of 
the workers a ga inst ca pita lism. 
Its aim Is to direct this struggle to the con­ 
quest of politica l power, the ov erthrow of ca pita lism and the destruction of 
the bourgeois sta te. 
The Communist Tarty prepa res Itself for the rev olution In the mea sure 
that It dev elops a program of immedia te action, expressing the ma ss strug­ 
gles of the proletariat.

The Communist Ta rty shall pa rticipa te In ma ss strikes, not only to 
a chiev e the immedia te purposes of the strike, but to d e v e l o p the rev olutionary 
implica tions of the ma ss strike.

M a s s strike-, are v it a l fa ctors In the process out of which dev elops 
the workers’ understa nding and action for the conquest of power. 
(c) In ma*s strikes under conditions of concentra ted ca pita lism there Is 
talent the tendency toward the genera l ma ss strike, which ta kes on a political 
cha ra cter and m a nifests the impulse toward proletarian dicta torship. 
In these genera l ma ss strikes the Communist Tarty sha ll em pha size the 
necessity of ma inta ining industry and the ta king ov er of socia l functions 
usually discha rged by the ca pita lists and the institutions of ca pita lism.
